America  where  the  Communists 
are  attempting  to  create  the  ugly 
image  of  an  imperialistic  Uncla 
Sam.

It  is  in  the 
early  stages  leading  to  crime,  the 
petty  thievery,  vandalism  and 
shoplifting  that  the  policeman 
must  take  advantage  of  his  di- 
rect contact  with  the  child  to 
help  develop  a sound  attitude 
toward  tl?e  law.  Lt.  Brinkerhoff 
said. 

THE  POLICEMAN  holds  an 
advantageous  position  to  help 
prevent  crime  because  he  is  on 
the  job  24  hours  a day;  social 
workers  can  only  be  in  contact 
with  the  problems  that  occur 
during  their  working  hours  dur- 
ing the  day,  he  continued.
